Several corporations have 
indicated thus, according to their practice, they cannot give to 
the Crusade unless it nas the tlessing of tre Eureau, and you will 
note in Attachment 2 that one sucn corporation -- Barnes Nanufactur- 
ing Company of Mansfield, Shio == has written to the Crusade citing 


its doubt. 


2. Meantime, members of the Crusade Save nad conversations 
with D. vaul Keed, Fxecutive Cirector of tne National Informatioa 
Bureau (see Attaciunent 3) and he sas insisted that ne cannot report 
that the Crusade a3 at the basic standards in pailanthropy until 
hig Standards 7 and ® are met.

HORVAT, Pavle 


Pavle Horvat is of Slovenian orifin, atout 50 years old and was 
born in the Prlekija district near the Huncarian border (formerly a - 
part of the Austro-Eunsarian monarchy). 


Horvat became known durins the thirties throush his numerous 
manifestos and posters by which he attempted to orranize his own - 
political movement. This "moverent" was labeled various names at 
different times, At one time it was sincly referred to as a "peasant 
movement,” at another time as the "Slovenia Section of the Croatian 
Peasant Party," and still later as an “inderendent Slovenian peasant 
riovement." He never had, however, any following and never set up his 
om electoral lists, On the other hand, it is true, that the Croat 
Peasant Party of Dr. “acek considered him as one of its trustees in 
Slovenia for a short period. 


He earned his living as a farmer. He also had a small village 


-erocery shop and occuried himself in his district with "interventions,*® 


that is, performing all types of secretarial services for the peasants 
of the area, A.ong other thincs, he undertook to organize the 
transportation of the seasonal. workers who went to France and 

Germany during the harvestins months, He had difficulties with the 
home authorities and police in this respect and had to ap-ear before 
the courts on a number of occasions, : 


At the beginning of the war he fled to Zagreb, Croatia, at that 
time the Independent Croat State (Nazi purpet recime) of Dr. Pavelic. 
There he set uv a smal] office for the relief of Slovenian refugees 
but it never reached any large rrovortions. He was not connected 
with the Refugee Committee which handled the main relief work (Cne 
source tointed out that the mere fact that he xvas able to establish 
an office and function i:. Zagreb during the period meant that he was 
at least passively acceptable to the Nazi recime. . 


As far back as 1935 he is !nown to hzve misrepresented himseif 
as a “peasant leader," 


After the war Pavle Horvat fled to Austria where he a-ain claimed 
to be a Slovenian peasant leader and atterpted to whip up propaganda 
for the creation of a srecial "peasant group," among the Slovenian 
refuzees; he failed comrleteiy, He vas uncble to find followers in 
a single cazp to forn such a group, and the refugees refused to attend 
his meetings. In addition he is known to have boasted that he was 
acting on behalf of Kr. hacek and the Interrational Peasant Union, 
though he was mancated by neither. The Allied authorities were 
finally forced to intervene ard brin; a stop to his activities since 
they were causing discontent among the refugees and disorders in the 


DP canpse. 
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_. In July 1949, Horvat wrote the Honorable Josech C, Grew in care . 
of the National Committee for a Free Europe introducing himself as 
the Representative of the Nexocratic Slovenes and President of the 
Interrational Peasant Union for Evrore, and suz-esting that he join 
forces vith the Comittee in the common struc-le against Communism. 


“In return for a trip to the United States he offered to bring a 


large confidential rerort on his activities to date and present a 
scheme for successfully sunpressing cozriunism and delivering the 
subsugated nations in the shortest possible time. He was informed 
that the Fund was confining its activities to refugee leaders already 
reziding in the United States and that the prorosed visit was 
imozsible at that time. 


Horvat has recently announced his forthcoming arrival in the 


- United States, Several Slovenian and Croatian newspapers in this 


country have received articles (which he wrote himself) glorifying 
hig past and present activities, None of them, so far, have taken any 
notice of these articles with the excertion of the Croat separatist 
(pro-ustashi) paper, "DANICA," published in Chicayo. Supposedly 5 
Dr. “«acek was highly amused on reading the article describing the 
great "Slovene peasant leader.” 


Nobody in Slovenia in pre-war days would have considered Favel 
Hervat as a person to be taken seriously in public life. He is 
considered by a number of sources a political impostor and as 
personally unethical. Neither the International Peasant Union for 
Europe, of which he claimed to te president, nor the Denocratic 
Slovenes, of which he is a repres ntative, is consicered a levitimate 
organization. The Director of the Fund's Yugoslavian Research and 
Infornaticn Desk was the editor of a daily paper in Slovenian for 
eleven years before the war. He never met iiorvath, seldom heard of 
him and his pcrer, as far as he tnew, never tork notice of him or his 


activities, 


FCR THE RECORD: This rerort (on Pavle Horvat dated 5 arch 1952) 
was forwarded to us by Mr, John Leich, assistant to -r.

MEMORANDUM FOR: ASSISTANT DIRECTOR FOR POLICY COORDINATION 
- ~SUSJECTs NCFE 


1. For quite some time the ctaf! officers of this division concerned 
with utilising the facilities of the NC: and with-oxploiting the 
Albanian, Bulgarian, and Rumanian emigrations have been aware of a lack 
of adequate coordination between our ow activities and those of the . 
NCFE staff. in conSunction with those /Y Civieion officers responsible 
for handling our relations with that organisation, we have atteapted 
toe axplore tha problem in order to find a solution which could be 
considered realistic and practical. 


2. The difficulty.lies not only in the communication system between 
OPC and NCFE, which does not always trananit, st exactly the right tine, 
the right ideas from one organisation to the proper individuals at the 
right level -n the other, Althowch we havs maintained very. close contact 
’ both informally and through formal channels, only too often we have not 

been in a position to learn why NC°C staff officers have made a givon decis- ! 
fon in regard to some emigre organisation in which we had an interest; and : 
on the other hand, cur desirea and needa have not always been fully under- : 
stood or accepted in New York. Again, it has happened that we were 
ignorant of developments that closely affected ovr operations until it 
was too late for us to maxe o.r influence felt, and, correspondingly, 

- it must be admitted that we have ourselves pushed ahead with courses of 
action without adequately brieting the NCri. Tne most extreme cage in 
point known to us concerns the Rumanian enigration, where we and NCFE 
are now pursuing conilicting policies. ‘ihe upshot of this has been the 
gradual development of a situation wherein OrC is supporting an organisa-

3. This situation is not regarded by ug as reflecting any fundamental 
inadequacy in NCFc, or as presenting any insoluable difficulty. Zhere ' 
exists a problem in staff interrelationship which can and should be 
resolved by a reform in our organisational ap-roach. The goal toward which 
we believe we should work is one where OrC communication with CIE would 
ve channelled directly along a single high-level line which wo:.ld firmly :

Apart fr-m the very res? present end potential future value of 
the foreign nationals in the group, the Committee feels thet it has

He 
renarkod that in a conversation with Ainn Vaientine ho had found 
that Valentine io inclined to agree with hin. 


3. Against Mr. Wachbum and the Crusada for Freedom, he had 
only one complaint. They were too pood, too Digetims. They made 
wich an effective appeal taat the recipients couid not avoid running 
down the competitor. Ho stated ag tis opinion that tas Crusade was 
jeopardizing 2 auiti-million dollar operation -- the Volee of Americas <= 
and might even be jeopardizing anotier muiti-nillion dollar operation <- 
Radig Free furope -- for the. sake of raising three million dollara. 


le fle thought balloons ond sase other operations done by the 
Comsittes wero best done by private meany. 


§. Ho leaned toward going back to thu beginning and looting 
at the Crusade as purely a cover oporatisn and not an attempt to : i 
raise large funds and making a lot of hoopla. He sugveuted that the : 
Crusade siould raise only enough money and aske only enough of a 
empaign to provide a dignified cover. He sugzested mail colicita- 
tion, mazasine advertisements, the publicising of two or three large 
enorynous gifts, all without higneprescure. Then he said, "Let's 
get on with the nain Job of radio and refugees." 


Mr. Dulles asked whether this danger to the Yotco wan so great. 
"Didn't you get more monay tals year?" Barrett's answer tas “Ho® 
and he pointed out that there was no damage done to the Voice by the 
Crusede tnis year insofar.as fimds wero coneummed but ne feared the 
future. Dulles asked wasthor we couldn't work out the timing of the 
Crusade so that there would be no interference on tho hill. Hr. Barrett 
did no& directly ansver the question. ile sald the cover waa bad. Too 
many people already kmow the trut: sdbout the Crucade and he is vorried 
about {t. He said it surprised hin that it worried niu more than it 
worried Mr. Dulles. A large campaign raises the question, he sald. 
of ow all the work is done on suc; a small amount of money. Ho 
thought the Crusade called attention to itvelf as cover. 


Howland Sargeant zsked Jackson to answer this question, "f 
Wiat various uses aro the Crusade?" Jackson linted then as follows: 


: 1. Gover. He agreed with Nr. tarrett that the Crusade both 
inereased and decreased tie security danger. 


2. It bringa in ponsy. 


3. It educates and interests isaricans in the whole probles 
of psychological warfare and propagsnda and dose 9 more than any 
thing else tiat is aanared ty tre Goverment or by private funds. 
He thought this was greatly imoriant and said that al tocugh be 
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reali sed that mistakes had boon made and the Crunaode had eriticl sed 
the Volce, otrdteically the Crusade muld be of enonmus help to 
tho Voleo ky publicising the necd for communteating to people in 


alavory. . 


Sargeant thoucht point 3 was tho most inportent. He asked wheather 
the Crusade couldn't be thed in with tits point. Jackoon sald, "Yeo, 
emt wo ary starting with this Losue of the Crusaler publiciaing the 
Yoico."” Washtum added that 25 million contritaitors, counting this - 
year's amd last yearta ontributions, nay prevent cutting dow the 
operation ao Farrett sugresta. They will raise a lot of queations. 
Barrett disagived and repeated his sugcostinn of a onesmonth operation 
confined to magaaino acverticing and dirvct mail. Jackson ankod about 
the masazine acdvertiaing. He sald you had to write copy for magazine 
atvertiaing and the copy would have to advertise kadio Pree Furope. 
Rarrett onowered, "You can control the copy on macagine ads. ‘There 
is a lot of time allowed for going ovor thom carefully before they got 
into print.® 


Wachturn repeated several tines that it wuld te a creat shano to 
let the Cruseda go. Jackson said the Crusade gave a real lift te 
exileg not only hero but abroad. 


Rohler said he had been thinking about tho prohlem and had tan 
suggeations to mako: 


1. Gould ws oxhort people t rive a dollar t Rattlo Preo Furope 
and at the sae time to write a letter to their Ongressmen backing up

Jackson anowered the first question "No". He thought that wuld bs 

dangerous. To the socond question, he eald "Yer®. Me again outlined 
bie idea for a campaicn calling for education on a genersl paycholegi- 
eal warfare progres with o final request to contribute to the Crusade. 


ar. Dulles again ackod Nr. Barrett about iia financial problens 
and the timing of his request to the hill. Barrett said he would have 
the moet difficulty fron January to July. hashburn said, "Then we'll 
yum a ecazspaign in september only and there’li be no horn-blowing until 
then. ® 

Dalles said that he thought tnat if the Crusade could be limited 
to ieptasber he doubted that it would interfore wits sr. Barrett's 
feod-raising probleas. fhat, coupled mits a better degree of coortina- 
tien, with the use of kr, Zouler's private advisers, and wits a great 
effort on tho part of the Crusade toward paycholocical warfare education 
weald give the Vaios auch invisible cup ort. sorgeant said he agreed 
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with Hr. Dulles! view of the Crusade giving invisible cupport and 


fie thought that to hold tho whole Snisade organization togethor for 
a yoer merely to conduct a twoeveck cacpaign would waote many good 
men's tine, Barrott agreed that a tuo-weck campaign wouldn't keep 
the organisation alive. ; 


Sargeant askod Lf there wore mot other ideas wioi could be fad 
through the Crusade naciinery, thus aaking coro constructive wae of 


it. 


Farrett raised the question 2f internationallalng tho Crusade 
effort. Jackson replied that therm was an abortive Yreneh project 
which he thought would shortly fall flat on ito face. Tho British, 
he thought, would zhortly make a final decision as to methor to go 
ahoed with an exile program or not. Ho seencd dubtous that thay 
would decide to do on. ita montianed Joan Paul David and i’aix et 
Liberte as the only foreign operation in this field which ha! any 
epark to it. Darrett agreed but asked whether or not some Furopeans 
couldn't be put on the Board of Cirectors. Dulles replied that this 
was very difficult, that thay couldn't attend neetings for one thing. 
Parrott said, “Couldn't there be an annual necting simply ao a front, 


ag cmnouflage?* 


Jackson said that NCFE did get tnvalved in European organisationo, 
that they had close affiliations wit: toe Furopean hove.ent, with the 
Pree Trade Union Comultteo in Exile, wth the International Journalists, 
wita Strasbourg University, and all the radio prograss were reaching 
the point wnere thoy were thought of as prograns belonging to the people 
t whom they wore broadcast. NCFE had, no thought, internationalised 
a great deal and in a very natural way. A board of foreign direotors 
would epoll that natural process by setting up an obvious p:mnaey. 


Washburn again raised the argunent of tining the campaipn to take 
plase only in September. ‘There uas no direct msvonee te this sugses- 


tion. 

Sargeant, referring again ty the uso of tho invisible assets 
mentioned by Dulles, tought that 1f the Crusade cantinued it sould 
be planned not primarily to raise funds excezt as cover. Attention 
should be focused on: 


1. Tne devolopment of understandings the battie for tne minds of 
BOA. ‘ 


2. Two or three concryte tings wmiico private cltisens could do 
in this battle.

le For your information the following report on Radio Freo Europe 
Nungarian broadcasts was received here recently, although the informa="-~ ~~ 
tion wus obtained last March: : 


"a, Radio Free Europe broadcasts from MUNICH, Germany, 
are more popular than the Voice of America programs and its 
news coverare is considered both current and based on authen- 
tic sources, However, its commentaries on foreign politics 
are severely criticised and allegedly the general opinion in 
Hungary is that whoever writes this program has not the 
slightest idea either of the conditions in Hungary or of the 


a general needs of the people. 


"Db. Tiere are also objections to the prozram of News 
Briefs (ROVAT ADASOK). This propram is considered a nuisance 
and isn't even listened to by those for whom it is intended, 
By scheduling 15 and 30 minute prorrams specifically beamed 
to different segments of the population, such a3: the women's 
program, the church prorram, the farmer's program, book and 
movie reviews, etc., Radio Free Europe reduces its listening 
audience to those wno mirht be interested in tre specific 
program, while the majority o: the listeners are forced either 
to cease listening to their radios or chanre to another broad- 
castiny station. As a result, Radio free Surope has been losing 
its audience and the decline is especially noticeanle during 
the progran of News Briefs when the majority of the listeners 
allegedly change over to the BAC program.

HE KOUSTTOHY HISTORY 


A. Formative Stage 


At its isception, the National ComAttee for a Free kurope 
belteved that its Iron Curtain broadcasting operation, Hadio Free 
Europe, could and sheila ce develozed and pursusd rough the medium 
of "National Councils® or “Comittees of Liberation" composed of 
exile groups from the target eaanehises It was considered that 
prominent exile leaders ai personalities of each nationality group 
could express to their captive countrymen, entirely without American 

: advice and guidance, tie messege of hore wnien UCP proposed to send. 
This concept was not fu:filled, Experience in attexpting to weld a. 
talented, dedicated group of exiles into a non-partisas broadcsating 
operation early denonstratec that without Acuerican control the mission 
of RFE would be lost is t:2 jungle of exile-world politics, It soon 
becaze evident that the leacership among the exiles was neither suffige 
eiently strong nor persc-ally willing to rise above tiie political cross 
currents, factional rivalries, and splinter-group weaknesses character- 
istically reminiscent of the political affairs of all Lastern European 


countries, These factors cilitated against tne original plan of pernitting 
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exiles, through their loosely oryanized Councils or Comaittees, to 
wholly develop, manage, and contrcl RFE broadcasting. : 

Since the advent of RFL was tne most iaportant development 
affecting the exiles wich iad ceetnwd since their flirht fro: home, 
ther quickly undierutedd and applauded its implications and potential 
effect on their futures, Tnrourh this instrument they could once 
again become prominent and powerful in the affairs of the homeland3 
ence core they could contend for place and power. 

Sslection of personnel for the purpose at hand quickly became 
a political football of rival leaders, personalities, and groups. 
Richktists, Leftists, Centrists, Labor Elements, and Splinter-groups 
argeed with us for advancement of their particular personal or political 
views. Sponsorship of their own adherents as RFE exployees through whoo 
such views would be broadcast to theix captive countrynen bec the 
pattern of thei: pseudo cooperation, This pattern was followed to such 
an extent that ordinary progress and sensible development of eG basic 
parsose of truly free broadcasts under exile control soon appeared to 
be not only impracticable, but dangerous, For exacple, the National 
Couneiis Division atteapted to inaugurate broadcasts to Czechoslovakia 
under the auspices of a Ggechowtavak National Council, The Counet was 
gud is sade up of exile personalities of differiny political views and 
parties. Its factions proceeded to engage in endless disputes and ire 
reconcilatle claims for control of seript production and dropras esitents

and advocated the rebirth of pre-war Czeshoslovakia. bach group sponsored 
and insisted upon employment of its own more or less qualified adnerents

to the captive Cseciioslovak audience of RFL. Similar activities were 


pursued by Hungarians, Fulgarians, and Poles until the futility of pere- 
mitting the exile Councils to control the destiny and broadcasting 
policies of RFE was made clear beyond refutation. It becane tragically 
obvious that uncontrolled exile-world Councils and professional poli~ 
ticians could not agree on personzel selection or program content, 

‘In spite of every effort to induce harmony in and obtain proper 
cooperation from the "Councils", "Comalttees", and individuals, RFL was 
confronted with an impasse. The alternative ti.eory and present policy 
of American selection of non-political exile personnel was the only way 
out. It has worked, Technically qualified personnel produce properly 
oriented prorracs «- and have beer, doing so with docurented success 
since July, 1950. Disappointed exile politicians, professional exile 
camp followers, disturbed American special pleaders, and alarned Commnist 


Agents all screaz, snipe and snivel -- but Rr programs are doing the job.

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B, Development Stage 


Upon the collapse of the orisinal concept of broadcasting under 
exile auspices, RFE necessarily utilized some exile »ersoniel endorsed 


and recormended by the leaders of the varlous nationality ;roups. As 


technical radio facilities cane into Letng, exiies with radio background 


or writing talent were reygulred for the production of prograns, Thia 
! involved using individuals euinently qualified ty experience to do a 
radio job of script writing, announcing, acting, etc. without regard 
for the fact that such individuals wight be at odds with one or another 
political faction or leader of an exile "Council", It also involved 
elimination of proven inefficient, inept or unworthy individuals without : 
regard for their exile "Council" sponsorship. In either instance crit-= 
icism of RFE was predictable and indeed vas always forthcoming == often 


in virulent and dishonest fors. 


The day to dey operation of RFE developed new techniques and 
long range plans wich made it {:.posslble to e:ploy non-entities of no 
. Political color or conviction, The best peopie to produce programs in 
harmony with NCFE@RFE purposes and policies necessarily were persons 
known in their own countries for their views on domestic political af- 
fairs and their anti-Communist activities. Hard-nitting propayanda 
required hard-hitting personalities whose known association with RFE 
and its prograzs would add validity and sigaifieance for our captive. . “

Me, Viroiam eald that in Germany ho had tal>ed with Chancellor 
Adenauer, Secretary of State Hallatein, and other officiala of the 
Bonn Government, es well as with Mr. Rober and other dliied officials, 
He said that the Germans were rympathetic to hia discussion of 
Ilwmanian affaires and showed some Antercat in the rroblens of Eastern 
Europe. They, exphasized, however, thet Cermany's peesent position 
Gid not enable thex to apeak in terns of any positive rolloy at this 
time, Mr, Visolem got the inprussion that the Ge-mans were now, and 
would be in the future, even more actively interested in Rumania ‘ 
and other Eastern burcjcan countries than were France ani Italy. : 
Mr, Vieoianu felt that F. ance had completely abdicated its position 
in Eastern Euroj# and was entirely wrapped uj in its ow domestie— . 
problems and relations with Germany. 


Mr. Visoolarm also discussed in Germany the cuestion of Rumanian 
refugees there (most of vhom are Iron Guardists) ani of the rather 
Jerge comunity of Yolksdeutsche who came to Germany from Rumania at 
the close of the war. He said that the Gorman autharities vould 
like to have this group returned to Rumania at such tine as the 
country might be liberated, both beosuse they contritzted to Germany's 
over-popuiation rrotlem and because they would represent, as they 
have in the past, 8 poseiblo instrument for German policy in Rumania. 
As e Rumanian, Mr. Vicoiann was not over anxious to aii to the mmbera 
of the German minarity but folt that a froe Rumanian Goverment vould 
not deny the right of return to those who wished to do so. 


Mr. Visolara talked at length vith Mr, Tyler in Saris. Ho 
Pretaing his iistrust and dislixe of the NCFE, vhich he says can never 
assist effectively in bringing about unity in the Aupanian emicration bg 
since it supports one group 100% and persecutes the other group 100%, 
Be vas particularly incensed about Mr, Berle'’s recent intervention in 
the Halaxa case, He seid that he revarded the situation as having very :

of the country iteelf. He denounced ladescu's contust, giving 
numerous examples, as detrimental to the true interce? of Rumania, One 
of his mre srecific com: aints against the ‘CFL wae the a; ointzent 
of Comarniaiu as head tuter (or sone such title) at tho Free Murope 
University in Stra:bourg.

INTRODUCTORY !1STORY 


At its inception, the National Committee for a Frea Europe 
belfeved that its Iron Curtain broadossting operation, Ratio Free 
Europa, could and should be developed and pursued through the medius 
of "National Councils” or "Comaittees of Liberation” composed of 
exile groves iss the target oountries. It wis considered that 
prominent exile leaders and porsonalities of cach nstionality group 
could express to their aaptive countrymen, entirely without American 
Advice asd guidanoo, the message af hope whieh NCFS proposed to sand. 


This cascert was not fulfilled. Experience in attempting to weld 9

talented, dedicated group of exiles into a non-partisan broadcasting

Since tho advert of KFE was the moct important development 
affecting tho oxiles whieh hed occurred since thoir flight from hone, 
they quickly undorstood and applauded its implications and potential 
effect on their futures.

once more they could contend for place and power, 


Selection of personnel for the purpose.at hand quickly became 
a political football of rivel leaders, perzonalities, and groups. 
Rightists, Leftists, Centriste, Labor Zlexents, and Splinter-groups 


argued with us for advancezent of their particular personal or political 


views. Sponsorship of their own adherents os RFE employees through whom 


such views would be broaccart to their captive countrymen became the 
pattern of their pseudo co-peration. This petrern was followed to such 
an extent thet ordinary progress and sentizle development of our basic 
purpose of truly free orosdcaste under exile control soon appeared to 
be not only impracticable, but dangerous, For example, the National 
Councils Division attempted to inaugurate troadcasts to Crechoslovakia 
uncer the ausploes of a Crecheslovak National Council.

Development Stage 


Upon the collapse of the original concept of broadcasting undor 
exile auspices, RFZ necersurily utilized sono exile personnel endorsed 
and recommended by the lesders of the various nationality groups. As 
tochnieal radio facilitiss came inte being, exiles with radio background 
or writing talont were required for the production of progres. This . 


involved using individuals esinently qualified by oxperience to dc a 


radio job of script writing, announcing, acting, ete., without regard

for the fact that such individuals might 65 porgona non prata with one 


or another political faction or lesder of an oxile “Council”. It also 


involved elimination of proven inefficient, inept or unworthy individuals 


without regard for their exile "Council" sponsorship. in either instance 


eriticism of RFE was predicteble and indesd was alwoya forthcoming -= 


often in virulent and disnenezt form. 


The day to dey operation of RFZ developed new techniques and 


long rango plans which sade it impossible to employ non-entities of no 


politiox! color or conviction, The best people to produce programs in 


harmony with NCFE*RPE pursosss and policies necessarily were persons 
known in their own countries for tneir views on domestic political af~ 
fairs and their antieComnunist activitios. Uardehitting propaganda 
required hard-hitting personalities wi.ose know: association with RPE 
and ita programs would add walidity and significance for our captive 
audiences, Gradually, therefore, the nationality desks of RFE at Kew 


York and Munich wero staffed with tested, qualified exiles who had been 
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{dentifiod publicly with domestic political philosophies at issue in 
their own countrios. Many, in fact, most of the staff people are con- 


, 


troversial figures among their own countrymen in oxactly the samo way 
that prominent Americans are controvoralal in our political arena, Many 
indeed oro members of oud Couselis, but ure mon of sufflotent stature 

to give their primary allegianse to the non-partisan policy of RFE. The 


“decisive factor is that tinrs be no controversy or quastion about their 


anti-Comnunist convictions and records. 


At this point, 16 must be noted that our target countries have 


bean subject to repetitive political forment prior to and following 


World Wer II, as well as the successive oceupationa of Nazi and Communist 
Arinies. 


The tampor of the times, therefore, in which these exiles have 


lived for the past fifteen years has been ono of excitement, bitterness, 
HecHinlnations rivalries, and personal turmoil <= all stemming from both 
domestic and foreign struggles for power. The times have produced a 
bumper crop of refugee traitors, collaborators, and opportunists and at 
the ek time have developed pure Hestern style democrats, true national 
patriots, and unselfis:: honest men. Tho exile who stood by placidly 
through the era is not mucn good, howevor talented, as a militant messen- 
gor of hope via RFE; exiles who were honorably active in public affairs 


at home, and who had radio talont were, therefore, the only kind of 


personnel suitable for RFE purposes. 


As the necessity for American operational control of nationality 


desks became self-evident, tie only feasible personnel policy was to 
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employ properly qualified individuals, regurdlasa of exile politics. 

In the exvoution of this pollcy individuals who were useless were 
eliminatod without regard for political speasore. This process still 
goes one. Similarly, talentad exile personalities recruited from any 
sourco wore employed whorover neodod. Thie procsasa still goes on. 

Both processes are in vogue with a healthy disregard for exile pulitical 
nuances and protests. Noitnor process is satisfactory to self-styled 
exile leaders since it follows that the appointment of an individual 
sponsored by one faction as a ropresentative of its views, inevitably 
will evoke howls of rage and ceiticiam from the opoaite faction. This 


iu an accepted fact of exile life. We have to Ilve with it and gat on 


with the job. 


Ce. Summary 


Our formative and davelopmont experiences evolved the present 
and continuing exile personnel policies of RFZ. Exile desk employees, 
whether at New York or Munich, must respond to three tests; 


(0) Security cluarance, 
(b) Endorsement of technical profictency, 
(c) Sufficient stuture to eliminate exile partisan 


interssts from program content.

CRITERIA AND METHODS OF PERSONS SELECTION 


Ae Recruitment -- General Principles 


The best source of exile personnel is referral by “non- 


professional? exiles themselves, Auong a]1 naticnalitios there are

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many talented refugees who need employment and who can supply RFS's 
neei for script writers, actors, announcers, etc. Accordingly, desk 
staffing has been accomplished by examining the qualifications of duly 
reoommonded individuals, whethor the recomzendations come from political 
personalities or otherwise. Selection is based on tho ability of the 
individual to fill a need efficiently in turning out or participating 
in planned programs. Recruitment is determined only by ideological 
security, independence of exile politics, and personal ability. This 
is not to say that many individual exiles naving decided personal con= 
vietions aud well-known political records are not employed, but a 
positive statement is made that those exile employees who now produce 
RFE programs reflect the policies and guidance of RFE rather than pro= 


~ 


motion of partisan objectives and personalities. 


B. Recruitment -- Detailed Procedures 


The personnel complement of each RFE nationality desk is 
i founded on a hard core of dependable individuals, usually two or three 
people, including the chief of the desk. "Dependability" is established 
by exhaustive inguiry at all available sources to establish the desir~- 
ability, reliability, technical proficiency and security of the working 
core of the desk. Sources usad ares 
‘ (a) Exile political personalities in the United States, 
\ : (>) Exile references of high standing and know im- 
partiality in the United States and Overseas, 
(c¢) Overseas contacts and personal knowledge of our 
American representative in Europe. (Royall Tyler-Paris), 


wos (d) Checks and balances of our political advisor at 
Munich (W. E. Griffith), 
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(e) British Broadcasting Corporation, where ‘apolicable, - 
(f} Voice of America, where applicable, 
” (g¢) Special confidential sources. 


These tests having been applied, confidunoe is placed in these 
initial personalities, and particularly in the Doak Chief, to cafry 
forward recruitment of additional personnel as nevded in collaboration 
with the American Director of RFE (Robort E. Lang, New York ), and his 
aasgciate officials. The leading personalitios of each desk know what 
ia expected of them and since they respond to the established oriteria, 
the resulting full personnel complement is a group of exiles who, not- 
with standing their porsonal political views, are suitable and capadle 


program production people. They meet our basic requirement of daily 


production of truly free and properly constructed propaganda broadcasts 


cezpable of avnking tha widest possible audience response in our target 


countries. 


In brief, the mission of RFE being conceived as a marketing 


problen, the best available salesmen are procured, trained, and utilised 


to sell tne market. 


Recruitment == Special Security Meusures 


Since RFE, although a private enterprise, is by extension a 
ecllateral instrument of American national policy, special precaution 
is exercised to insure the ideological security of all employees, in= 


cluding exiles. In the case of exile personnel specifically, the 
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additional approval of tho Personnel Director of NCFE is required bofore : 
employment, either at New York or Munich. Thus, even if a proposed 


exile employee meets all the described oriteria ho may not be employed 


without this ultimate approval. ¢ 


The Personnel Director of NCFE utilizes appropriate and de- 
pendable sources of information to determine the acceptability of 
personnel from a seourity standpoint. His sources are investisative in 
nature Sea aes conclusive os to the ideological record and security 
acceptability of the proposed employee. In doubtful casdés the Personnel i 
Director consulta with the Vice-President in Charge of the National 
Councils Division and with the Director of Radio Free Europe. These ‘ 
three officers of NCFE jointly follow a policy of rojecting candidates 
about whom there is the slightest doubt. It is to be clearly understood 
that in making decisions of this kind the conflicting interests and 


frantic representations of politically minded exile leaders and groups 


are ignored, Acceptance or rejection of candidates is wholly based on 


ideclogical security and talent value. 


D. Summary 


(1) All nationality desks of RFE at New York and Municn are : 


staffed by individuals who have passed all tests described above. 


(2) All programs produced and aired by the nationality desks 
are checked and scrutinized by American supervisory personnel for .ideolog=- 


ical content, audience Acceptance and conformity to basic NCFE-RFE policies. 


(3) Tnese conditions have been progressively in force since

1. On at ledet four occasions Mr. William Scripps, Detroit News, 
directly or indirectly has approached the Government with proposals for 
utilization of ‘balloons for psychological warfare. Following is a list 
of tho dates and method of these approachess 


&. 12 October 1950 ~- Letter from General W. J. Donovan to DCI 
enclosing "Operation Ballast." ‘On 1 November 1950 Wiliam H. Jackson 
responded to this memorandum to the effect that this suggested opera- 
tion was being referred to’ the appropriate parsons and suggesting a 
bubsequent meeting with Donovan to discuss this and other matters, 


be In November 1950 as ve were undertaking planning for develop- 
ment of balloons with General Mills, we were informed that Mr. Scripps 
planned a goneral meeting to be held in Washington to discuss balloona, 
Through the Genoral Mills Washington Representative Mr. Soripps was 
persuaded to keep his meeting general and was inforwed that the various 
agencies of the Government had the matter under consideration and 
considered that it would not be in the public interest at this time 
to disclose tho nature of their findings, Consequently, Mr. Scripps 
forwarded us on 1 December 1950 a proposal "The Use of Free Balloons 
for Load Carrying Purposes" which we acknowledged on 11 December 1950, 


¢. On December 26, 1950 General Smith received a letter from 
Blair Moody sumnarising a suggestion from Mr. William Scripps for 
encouraging defection of Chinese Communist troops, A routine response 
to his letter waa sent 6 January 1951 frem Mr. Jackson. I believe 
also Mr, Moody called upon the Director in early February of 1951 to 
discuss use of balloons for psychological warfare. ADFC addressed a 
briefing memorandum to DCI on 12 February 1951, Subj: Balloons for 
Carrying PW Material to Soviet Areas, 


2. In September 1950 the NPSB requested that Cla should represent all 
interested agencies of this Government and should acconiingly take steps 
to develop, procure and stockpile an appropriate number of scientifically 
designed balloons for future propaganda use in conditions of international 
emergency, At meetinzs of the NPSB on 13 February 1951 and 12 June 1951 
4t was agreed that OP€ would procure and stockpile 1,000 large leaflet 
balloons for use by tho appropriate ageacy when ani if such use was 
authorized. The Board also agreed that inquiries which the various govern- 


mental agencies

to the effect"that the matter is under continuous study by agencios of the 
Government but disclosure of results at this time would not be in the public 


interest,"

we must infer that CIA still bears the responsibility of the commitment 


made by Mr, Wiener for procurement.

‘1949 by a group of private Auerican citizens aninated by 


the deaire to engourzge by positive measures the eventual 
liberation from the oonnunist yoks of the peoples of the 
enelaved countries. of Central and Eastern Europe, He 
explained that with the help of endowments and publis 
contritutions te the Cruesde for Preefion, the Comittee had 
undertaken, song ita other activities, the eperation through 
Radio Free Europe of radio broadcaating {natal lations through

countries prorracn eepeoially prepared by the Comit:eo for 
the furtheranc® of ita objeotivea.

Xr, Phenix explained that the inatallation of RYE 
fagilitiea in the United 8t.tea Zone of Geruany had been

effected by the NCFE: the occupation of that Zone 
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by the U.S Army and that the operations of RPE had been, and 
wore being facilitated by the U.8 Arny authorities because of 
RFE's status as an accredited Anerican information 

agency. He observed that the NCFE was concerned lest the 
termination of the Osoupation Status would, in the absence 
of epeoifio agreenent with the Federal German Republic, re= 
sult in hampering the work of RPE and impairing its effect 
Avenéed, and that, with the approval of the Departueng of 
State, negoziaticna had been carried on with the BPXin which 
had resulted in agreement as to the terne of a license which 
would be granted by the BPKin to NCFE insediately upon the 
termination ef the Occupation Btatute.
